One commissioner takes offense to another's letter

The issue of the commission 
chairmanship continued to be a 
hot topic for the Coffee County 
Commission Monday evening, 
Aug. 12, as the matter reached a 
new level of intensity 

Commissioner Jim Thompson 
opened the issue for discussion 
with his response to a copy of a 
letter each commissioner 
received from commissioner 
Bernest Brooks: 

Thompson quickly made clear 
his disapproval of the letter say- 
ing he felt it indicated that 
Brooks. was- referring to: the 
other commissioners as racists, 

“lam offended by the letter 
you putin my box,” he said with 
his remarks directed towards 
Brooks. 

The letter Thompson referred 
to was aletter written by Brooks 
to Attlorney"James U, Blacksher 
of Birminghdm. 

In the letter,-Brooks indicated 
he feels as though “the Coffee 
County Commission is alleged- 
ly trying to carry out some of the 


ald policies —-Ricism.” He said 
his basis was the consent decree 
concerning the case John 
Dillard ys. Crenshaw 

However, Brooks’ questions 
do not include all parts of the 
consent decree. He said his con: 
cern is with the election of the 
commission chairman. 

“We have elected'a chairman 
as directed by the Judge, but 
after serving on the Coffee 
County Commission for nine 
years | have been unable to be 
elected chairman,” Brooks stat- 
ed in his letter. 

He continued by saying he 
feels some things should be 
reconsidered in the matter, 

Brooks: said’ Blacksher was 
one of the lead attorneys in the 
Coffee County Case (class 
action law suit John Dillard vs. 
Crenshaw). He asked Blacksher 
to look into the matter and get 
whatever information necessary 
to the Judge. 

“Tt is evident that a minority 
commissioner in Coffee County 
with the past and the present 
commission will not bé elected 
chairman unless the court order 


is amended,” Brooks wrote 

During Monday ~ evening's 
commission meeting, Brooks 
defended his letter saying he 
does not feel the current election 
process for chairman has been 
fair 

“I feel it is still my respons} 
bility to represent my distriet,” 
he said, “I feel | should-have all 
rights and privileges as the other 
commissioners.” 

During a previous meeting of 
the commission, Brooks offered 
a motion that the commission 
chairmanship be rotated instead 
of elected; however, his motion 
failed. 

Commissioner Douy 
Dalrymple had questioned the 
rotation process indicating -he 
did not seé how a rotation 
process could serve as the reso- 
lution since there are seven dis- 
tricts in Coffee County .and only 
four. years (oa commission 
term. 

Monday evening, Brooks 
responded to this question with

DHR: SEWING SEEDS OF SUCCESS

The man of the house 


Our lives seldom go accord- 
ing to plan... Thosé of us. who 
seek structure and direction tend 
to plot a: course toward) specific 
goals. But things tend to happen 
along the way that can change 
our. direction. These course 
changes can sometimes turn out 
to be a good thing. Some 
Department of Human 
Resources cases don't go 
according to plan either. And 
sometimes the results are won- 
derful. 

Joshua entered DHR's foster 
care system for the. first time in 
the early 1970's, when he was 
six years old. He never knew 
his father, and his mother had a 
history of mental health prob- 
lems. She was in and out of 
treatment facilities. For eight 
years, Joshua’s life resembled a 
game of musical chairs. He 
would be placed with a foster 
family. When his mother got 
better, he would go home to her. 
Then his mother would have a 
relapse, and the boy would enter 
another foster home. Then back 
to his mother, and i 

so on, And then, his mother 
died. 

At about this time, Mr. and 
Mrs. Lewis lost their son in an 
auto accident, Because they 
were good people, and because 
they needed to fill a void in their 
lives, they became foster par- 
ents. They opened their home to 
Joshua, who was by then nearly 
the same age as their lost son, It 
was a match made in heaven, 
Joshua flourished in the Lewis 
home. He became an honor stu- 
dent and excelled in athletics. 
During the summers and after 
school, he pitched in to help Mr. 
Lewis, who was a carpenter. 
There was mutual love between 


Joshua and Mr. and Mrs, Lewis. 
A strong. and permanent bond 
was created equal to the bond 
between children and their nat- 
ural parents. 

LifPhen, after\three years.) Mr, 
Lewis: died suddénly of a heart 
attack, Both Joshua and Mrs. 
Lewis were devastated, but they 
had each other to lean on. They 
were a family. Joshua, who was 
preparing to graduate from high 
school, became the man of the 
house and looked after 'Mrs. 
Lewis. And Mrs. Lewis looked 
after him. 

Using the work ethic and self- 
reliance his foster father helped 
instill in him, Joshua was able to 
saye up some money and work 
his way through Auburn. He 
became a civil engineer, got a 
good job, got married, and had 
children, Today, he and his fam- 
ily are living in’a small north 
Alabama city. Mrs. Lewis, now 
an elderly woman, is still a 
mother to Joshua. He visits her 
frequently and looks after her. 

Foster care is intended to be a 


‘temporary situation that lasts 


only until a permanent home can 
be arranged. Today, DHR has 
many more resources at its dis- 
posal than it had 20 years ago. 
We can do a much better job of 
helping families in crisis and 
finding permanent homes 
promptly for children who come 
into Our system. However, no 
new and improved system could 
improve on the results achieved 
by loving foster parents like Mr. 
and Mrs. Lewis and big-hearted 
foster children like Joshua.

All you need is a hand or portable Spring trap, a few boxes 
of shells, and open field and you are ready to shoot a little “cow pas- 
ture skeet”. 

The doves bagged during the beginning of the season are local 
birds that were hatched the previous spring. These birds are some- 
what smaller and their feathers are not as thick as the late season 
migratory doves. These heavily feathered birds fly down later in the 
season from Indiana, Ohio, Illinois and other midwestern states. 

When getting ready for an afternoon-of shooting practice for the 
coming dove season, give a little thought to the chokes you inay 
need for the different shooting*situations you will encounter, For 
many years the average dove-hunter had 3 choices when it came to 
chokes: improved cylinder for'close range, modified for medium 


range, and full choke for distant range. The chokes were an integral 


part of the barrel and one had to change barrels if he wanted to 
change his choke: : 

The introduction of the screw-in choke has revoluttonized shot 
gunning. Not only can one use the same barrel for ducks, dove, or 
deer, the screw in choke has increased the choices available. 
Cylinder bore, skeet I, improved modified, and seyeral more desig- 
nations round’ out the choke choices available at the turn of a 
wrench. ; 

Scattergun experts advise that hunters tend to Select chokes with 
too’much constriction or choke for their bird hunting needs. While 
I don’t believe this is as much of a problem today as it was 30 years 
ago, some just still think they need that “tight shooting” gun. Just 
talk to someone who constantly bags his limit of doves and there is 
a good chance you will find someone that shoots an improved cylin- 
der or something simular. 

Some dove hunting situations do require more choke. Walking up 
birds in afield presents more distant shots than conventional stand 
hunting for doves: Under situations like this, a modified or full 
choke may be called for. But for most of us who sit in the shade of 
a tree at fields edge and wait for the birds to fly over, try opening up 
that choke a little and you may find you need a bit mor bacon to 
wrap the extra doves in for the grill.

Peaches and Nectarines 

Now that hot weather is here; 
sweet and juicy fruit is being 
enjoyed by many. Why not 
enjoy some fresh peaches and 
nectarines? 

When choosing these fruits, 
choose  plump,. well-shaped 
fruit. Peaches should have «a 
creamy yellow or golden back- 
ground color. The peach’s red 
blush differs, with the variety 
and isn’t a sign of ripeness. The 
amount of- red blush on nec- 
larines also depends on the vari- 
ely; some are just slightly 
blushed with crimson, - while 
others are nearly all red. Avoid 
peaches and neckuihes tinged 
with green, because they won't 
ripen properly. 

Both peaches and nectarines 
should be fully ripe before eat- 
ing and should give slightly to 
gentle palm pressure. If the fruit 
isn't completely ripe when pur- 
chased, store al room tempera: 
ture in a bow! or a paper bag, 


checking daily for ripeness, 
Once ripe, peaches and .nec- 
tarines should be refrigerated 
and used promptly.

Controlling rats. and. mice 
around your home 


Stan Windham 
County Extension Agent 


Many. types. of rodents may 
cause problems .in home. set- 
tings. Squirrels and chipmunks 
may become a nuisance from 
time to time, but the most trou- 
blesome and potentially harmful 
are rats and mice. 

Rats are usually nocturnal; 
however, as population densities 
increase they may be seen dur- 
ing daylight hours. They have 
an excellent sense of smell, 
taste, and touch, 

House mice are primarily 
nocturnal. However, unlike 
Norway rats and roof rats, see- 
ing mice during daylight hours 
does not necessarily indicate a 
high population. 

Effective rodent control 
involves exclusion, sanitation, 
and chemical control, Wherever 
possible, buildings must be 
made rodent-proof. Rats and 
mice can climb wires, cables, 
vines, and trees to enter a house. 
They can climb the exterior sid- 
ing of structures made of rough 
wood, concrete, or rough sheet 
metal, Rats may crawl along 
pipes up to 3 inches in diameter, 
The front teeth of rodents are 
hot designed for gnawing hard, 
flat surfaces. However, if the 
surface is rough or has an edge 
to it, they can gnaw through 
most materials, 

Rats have been known to gain 
entry’ into a structure through 
holes as small as an inch, Mice 
can enter through openings of an 
inch, 

Cleaning up around buildings 
can help control rat and mouse 
populations, Poor sanitation is 
one of the basic reasons for high 
populations of commensal 


rodents in urban and suburban 
areas. Pick up all garbage and 
litter, and store it in a rodent- 
proof container, In addition to 
removing possible sources of 
food, remove piles of wash or 
debris that could serve as cover. 


No rats or a few present: No 
sign. 


Medium numbers — present: 


Old droppings and gnawing’ 


common; one or more rats seen 
by flashlight at night; no rats 
seen in daytime. 

Large numbers present: Fresh 
droppings, tracks, and gnawing. 
Three or more rats seen at night 
and rats seen in daytime. 

There are two broad cate- 
gories of rodenticides available, 
single-dose and miultiple-dose. 
The single-dose, or acute, 
rodenticides are preferred where 
rat or mouse numbers, are large 
and a quick reduction in popula- 
tion is desired. 

Place rodenticides in bait sta- 
tions to increase their effective- 
ness and safety. Bait. stations 
protect bait from moisture, dust 
and weather; provide a protect- 
ed place for rodents to feed, 
allowing them. to feel more 
secure; keep nontarget animals 


away from bait; and help pre-* 


vent accidental spilling of bait. 
In addition, baitstations allow 
easy inspection of bait to deter- 
mine use, 

Traps are the best. method of 
rodent control where poisons 
are unwanted or inadvisable. 
Common snap traps, glue 
boards, and live traps may all be 
effective if rat numbers are low. 

Controlling rats and mice in 
buildings involves a combina- 
tion of exclusion, sanitation, and 
wise use of  rodenticides. 
Wherever — possible, rodents 


should be excluded by blocking 
or sealing all areas where they 
may enter the building.
